School Report. 


Citizens of Piermont: 


Having attended during the past school year to the inner 


working of your schools, I beg leave 9 present the following 


report of the same. 


‘There have been kept in town, as stated by the previous 


report, 24 separate terms of school. 


There have been in attendance upon these schools 74 boys 


and 61 girls, total 135. Of these there have been in the 


various studies: Reading 135, Speiling 185, English Gram- 
mar 40, Arithmetic 129, Geography 197, Physiology 26 
Al gebra 1, History 17, Penmanship 129, ere pine 5 
Composition 31. 

While most of the instruction has been, as the law intends 


in the ordinary branches, there are several scholars in town, 


particularly i in the village, and in Nos. 1 and 5 who are well 
advanced in the higher English studies, who area great help 


‘and stimulus to the schools while they remain in Pier, and 
who will soon be among our progressive teachevs. I have 
watched the work of these with much hope. An earnest 
advanced pupil is a help to the whole school and it is worth 


our while to keep them inschool as long as may be. Every 
teacher who has had sucha pupil will justify me in speaking 
strongly on this matter. In the village there has been a 


double advantage, in that the older scholars haye been by 


themselves one term and have had clear-headed teachers the 


other two. I believe the results will prove that the cost of 
of the schools has been well invested. ‘To those who live 


in the other districts in town and who may be inclined to 
think that the village children have fared better than others 
I want to say this: ‘The amount expended for each scholar

- We, the members of the School Board, have attended to 
the duties of our office and present the following report. 
We have maintained schools in the various divisions, 24 


. separate terms in all aggregating 213 weeks and 2 days of 


school. We planned at the beginning of the year to give to 
to the scholars in the small schools 20 weeks of school, 


it which we have done except in East Piermont, where have 


has been but 17 weeks and 2 days, (those interested asking 
that the school be stopped on account of sickness of a part 
of the few scholars left in the school.) We also planned to 
give the scholars in the larger schools 22 weeks thinking 


that this would be the best possible compliance with the law 
which requires us to furnish “as nearly equal facilities as is 


practicable.” Finding that the money availablewould warrant 


a little more school we continued the winter schools (those
